Ivin told a news conference 
that the group would formally 
register its intention to start 
a magazine with the Zadar 
communal authorities later 
this week. He also explaigttKl 
that the public meeting, 
scheduled to begin Thursday, 
was canceled after police in- 
formed the group today that 
each member would be held 
responsible for any distur- 
bances.

Among the papers seized by 
police was an article written 
by, Batinic describing the long 
struggle between Zagreb Com- 
mimist leaders and he Croa^- 
tian Philosophical Society, 
original founder of the maga- 
zine. The meeting appears 
sure to place the liberal wing 
of the Communist Party in a 
considerable , dilemma. 

The declaration issued by 
the “free voice** group here 
tvas more temperate and 
judicious than tfofife of Mi- 
hajlov’s recent, writings. It 
paid tribute, for example, to 
President Tito personally for 
facing up to realties. Its funda- 
mental theme, however, is the 
contrast between the v demo- 
cratic spirit with which the 
Yugoslav people fought in the 
partisia war and the “ideolica^ 
limitations” of the Communist 
leadership. 
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
